Impressed with the pitiable condi- 
tion of a majority of the returning 
soldieis, General Manager Whitman 
of this road has determined that none 
of the hoys in blue who may come 
into contact with his company shall 
suffer for lack of attention. The 
Northwestern system covers five or 
six Slates, which furnished a large 
proportion of the volunteers, and in 
order that the boys may be treated 
kindly on their way ho.oe, whether 
discharged or on furlough, Mi. Whit- 
man has issued special instruction! 
to every agent and conductor on the 
entire system to give special care and 
attention to returning soldiers en 
route from camps to their homes 
wlille upon the trains or at the sta- 
tions of the Northwestern. The 
employes are instructed to be diligent 
to ascertain if any of the soldiers are 
in need ol lood, and more particu- 
larly if they are sick and require 
medical attention, and if any such 
are found he is to b« attended to at 
the expense of the company, if nec- 
essary. It will not be necessary for 
the soldier to be III uniform to get 
the advantage of the road's hosp 
tidily, lor if he can show the proper 
papan of discharge or lurlough, he 

will receive the same consideration. 

"We cannot do enough lor the re- 
turning soldiers," said General Su- 
perintendent Sanborn, in speaking of 
the order. "The boys went down 
there and faced death in a hundred 
different ways, and those who es- 
caped are reluming home debilitated 
and worn out. They did this for 
what? Not lor money; it is not In 
Illy sane man to resign himself to
